Hersey. 
She had used her engines f a 
eighty hours during the trip.

Atlanta, Ga., .lune 2s.—Two negroes, 
Tom Allen and Jo-c Watts, were lynch­ 
ed In Walton county because* Govern »r 
J, M. Brown, Judge Charles ll. Brand 
and

refused to 
use 
the troops to protect them. 
Gov­ 
ernor Brown disclaims responsibility 
and puts the matter up to .Iud o* Bran I 
md .Sheriff Stark. 
The sheriff says 
Judge Brand is responsible. 
At any 
event, because of the refusal of the 
three officials to act, the mob claimed 
two 
lives 
and 
a 
legislative 
probe 
teems certain to follow. 
Tom Allen was the first victim of 
the mob. 
The negro was accused of 
outraging a white woman near Mon 
roe, Walton county, alani! six weeks 
ago and was brought to Atlanta for 
safe keeping. 
Three weeks ago the 
negro was taken from Atlanta to Mon 
foe, guarded by troops, to be tried. 
Judge Brand resented the presence of 
troops and positioned th* trial, and 
the negro was returned to Atlanta. 
Two days ago Judge Brand gave or­ 
der** for the man to tie taken to Mon 
ITH* for trial.
